Ench Speoies ¥Wins a Distinet Odow
Dscernible hy Other Ants,
Each ant specles appenrs to lave ita
fistinetive ador, discernible by othee
ants,  Within euch species there am
alan Aifferences of odor dependent on
the nge of the eolony and the age of
the gqueen from whose egg Ita Inmntes
nre produced. The ant's orgnans of
gmell are It antennae, and the anten-
noae consist, na It were, of n series of
noses, each of which has a speclal task,
One nose tells the ant whether It Is In
fta own nest or that of nn enemy. An-
other nose diseriminates between odors
of ants of the same specles, but of dif-
ferent colonles, The third serves the
purpose of discerning the scent Inid
down by the ant’s own feel, so that It
muy retrnce Its steps nlong its own
path.  Another rose smnells the unt
Inrvae and pupne, and the [fth nose
detects the presence of an  enemy,
Thus if an ant be left with only the
four noses it will live penceably with
allen ants, but while it bas its fifth
nose it will fight the allen to the death,
It ants make one another's acquaint-
anee before they are twelve hours old
they will therenfter live amlcably to-
gether, though of different specles or
subfamilies. But In three days after
hatching thelr eriterion of eorreéct ant
odor 18 established, and they refuse to

THE SEVEN WHISTLERS.

An Asnclent Superstition That Sti
Kulats In England,

In mome parts of England pecullar
whistling or yelping folses are hoard
In the ale after dusk nod early In the
wornlng before duylight durlug the
winter months, Sometimes, however,
the nolse Is describod as  bsautitul
sounds ke musie, high up In the air,
which gradually die away. The gen-
eritl bellef Is that the “seven whis-
tlers," a8 they are callsd, are the fore-
tellors of bad inck, dlsaster or death
to some one In the locality. It Is m
very anclent suggestion. Both swifts
il plovers have besn suggested as
the “whistlers," It may be noted that
plovers are traditonally supposed to
cotituin the souls of those who assisted
at the ervcifixion and in consequence
were doomed to float in the alr for-
ever, Really, the “whistlers” are wid-
geon, or teal, as they Mt from thelr
feeding grounds, n pussage always
made under cover of darkness. In
Shropehire the sound ls deseribed as ro-
setibling that of many larks siaging,
and the folklore of both Shropshire
and Worcestorshire says, “They are
geven birds, and the six fiy about con-
tinunily together looking for the ser-
enth, and when they find him the world
will eome to an end.”

Everywhers, without exception, the
“seven whistlers” are belleved to pre-
gage I, but the superstition seems to
be more particularly 8 miners' notion,
If they hear the wurnlng volce of the
“geven whistlers,” bieds sent, us they
gny, by Providence to warn them of an
Impending danger, not a man will de-
scend Into the pit untll the following
dny. For example, in September, 1874,
the fullowing paragraph went the
round of the papers: “On  Moundny
morning lnrge numbers of the miners
employed at the Bedworth collleries,
in Norih Warwlichshire, glving way to
o superstition which hae long prevalled
among thelr class, refused to descend
into the pits In which they are employ-
ed. Duoring Sunday night it wis stated
that the ‘seven whistlers’ had been
distinetly heard In the nelghborhood of
Bedworth, and the result was that on
the following morning many of the
men positively refused to descend Into
the pits.”

Morfn colllery, in Bouth Wales, Ia
notorfous for It uncanny traditions.
The “seven whistlers” were henrd
there before a groat exploslon In the
sixtles and before nanother in 1800,
when nearly a hundred mipers were
entombed, In December, 18685, It wus
guld that they had been beard yet
ngnin, whereupon the men struck work
and could not be Induced to resume It
untll the government inspector had
mude a close examination of the work-
ings und reported all safe. In July,
1002, another Instance of ‘a colllery
strike, founded upon the same supers
stition, occurred In England.

Cement.

The difference between the two well
known varioties of eement, the Rosen-
dale and the PPortland, lles In the fact
thint the first nnmed I8 a natoral prod-
uet and the Intter an artificial. The
former Is mude by burning a shaly
Hmestone In kilns and grinding the
clinker produesd with bur stones to
n very fine powder, which, when mix-
ed with water, soon sets and forms
an artificial stone nearly aa hard us
the original rock, Portland cement,
on the other hand, 18 made by com-
bining clnlk or some other form of
Hmestone free from magnesia with
slliceons clay, these materinls belng In-
timately mixed and made into bricks,
which are burned In kilnus with ecoke
fuels ot a very Intense heat. The re-
sulting clinker I8 ground in the same
manner us natural cement and la much
stronger and sets quicker than the
other.

The long pipes that carry crode pe-
troleumn from the oll wells te the re-
fineries many miles distant are cloans

As the oll flows through () un-
derground condults some of the pars
affin in the tluld incrosts the sides of
the plpes and proves a serions hin-
drance to the free passage of the cur-

The device thot Is used to remedy
this evil is n knife abont two feest in
length, with a sharp edge, construoted
like the thread of n screw; Indead, the!
knife resembles n huge headless screw, |
It 1a, of course, slightly amaller than !
the pipe through which it I8 to pnas, |

When the thickness of the crust off
paraffin renders a cleansing necessary |
this instrument I8 Inserted in the pipe’
at the oll flelds, The pressure of the!
stream of oll drives it forwired, révoly-
fng rapldly as It horrles along and:
peraping the channel clenn.

It turns and twists and cleanses in:
this manner throughout Its whole’
journey and finally drops from tho
pipe In the midst of the vast stream
of petroleum that empties into the re-
celving tanks, Its edges are duller
than when It set out on ita journey,
but otherwise it s in perfect condition.
It Is at once ghipped back to the oll
wells, where it {8 sharpened and lald
awny untll Ita services are again
needed.
